Out of This Darkness 


No other musical debut of the last 25 years 
attracted such widespread anticipation as the 
first appearance in the Western Hemisphere 
of Dmitri Shostakovich’s “Seventh Symphony,” 
or “Leningrad Symphony,” played Sunday aft- 
ernoon by Arturo Toscanini in his especially 
augmented orchestra of 110 members. Of pro- 
digious and amorphous proportions (its playing 
time is 80 minutes), this latest. work of the 
36-year-old Russian génius had been composed 
during the storming of Leningrad last winter, 
when Shostakovich, a fire watcher in that city, 
saw the brutal hordes of Nazi savagery beaten 
back in one of history’s most gallant defenses. 

Defying the proverb that “When guns speak 
the muses keep silent,” he determined to create 
in music the story of Leningrad's heroic stand. 
Because it was so difficult to transport, the 
score of the music had been photographed on 
microfilm, flown to this country, and here 
printed again. 

The symphony thus concerns. the themes 
of courage and determination, of war, blood, 
and death, and of the ultimate triumphs of 
light over darkness; it bespeaks the indomitable 
love of virtue ever victor over evil. Yielding 
only unto fate and never unto fear, the heart 
of Leningrad here becomes classically clear and 
Straightforward; certainly accustomed Russian 
obscurity, lost in new energy, is nowhere ap- 
parent in this bold music, Deathless and reso- 
lute, living in new glory, the soul of Russia 
reached a dateless, mighty crescendo in this 
music, which mirrors those months when shot 
and blood and death made every civilian a 


soldier. For Shostakovich sees his country’s 


war with Nazism as others see it, the conflict 
between the medieval forces of brute lust and 
the civilized culture of an enlightened people. 

Once again, out of tragedy and gerat suffer- 
Ing art is born; like all great art, the Seventh 
reflects a powerful human emotion. Ten years 
of Hitler in Germany have produced nothing 
even to approach it.

Some gave less. Waitresses in a small cafe averaged 75 cents 
each. It requires a good while to collect that much in tips. 

Workers in a fertilizer plant gave about $1 each.

some years ago a man in a small town lost his wife—a gentle 
lady who had been his comrade and pal for many vears. The blow 
fell without warning, and the shock of it almost destroyed his reason. 

He hid his grief, as proud men do, and did nothing to invite 
sympathy. Nobody knew how much he suffered 

Speaking of that time long afterward, when the hitternese was 
gone, he said toa friend: “If I had been hungry, or if I had broken 
my back, generous and kind-hearted neighbors would have heen 
quick to help me, I had many friénds, and all of them knew what 
had happened. 

“Yet after the first day, when many of them sent flowers. not 
one of them—not a single person on earth—said or did anything to 
help make my burden endurable. My world had suddenly gone 
empty; there seemed nothing left worth having. I was half crazy, 
and I couldn’t bear to be alone after dark. 

“I didn’t want wordy sympathy. I didn’t want to see any sym- 
pathetic grief. The only thing | needed, and the only thing that 
could have done any good, was to have somebody stand by~to 
have a few friends with understanding hearts rally ’round to keep 
me reminded that I wasn’t alone in a deserted world. I didn’t want 
them to feel sorry for me, but only to sit with me in silence or talk 
casually about ordinary things of no importance. It’s tough to be 
alone when your mind seems smothered in black night. ~ You don’t 
get over it soon—maybe never. It taught me that people can be 
cruel just by doing nothing, and l've triea fo remember it and not 
neglect others.” 

It isn’t unkindness that makes us neglect the sorrowing. It is 
the fear of intrusion and embarrassment, or simply that we don't, 
know what to do. 

It is no kindness to open wounds, or to weep with those who 
are trying to stop weeping. It doesn't help any to belittle a grief by 
speaking of one of your own that no longer hurts. Words seldom help. 

The only things that really help are comradeship and acts of 
kindness—-simple, homely services such as neighbors gave when 
there were chores to do.

A crisis exists in our war production pro- 
gram which can be solved only by the pa- 
triotic cooperation of the American people. 


We are faced with a serious shortage of 
steel scrap, rubber and other vital materials. 


This shortage must be filled. 


By “scrap” we mean the ordinary Junk 
which today is lying in the barnyards and 
in the gullies of farms; in the basements, 
attics and garages of homes and stores 
throughout the country. 


* * * 


The steel industry operates on the basis 
of half-and-half—about 50 per cent 
metal from pig tron, and 50 per cent re- 
melted scrap metal. 


Therefore, about 50 per cent of every 
tank, every ship, every submarine and 
every gun is made of scrap iron and steel. 


The steel industry has been rapidly 
stepping up its production—from 67,000,- 
000 tons in 1940 to a record-breaking 
83,000,000 tons in 1941. Production in 1942 
is already ahead of 1941, but we need to 

et production up to the industry’s full 

capacity of 90,000,000 tons—a total equal 
to the output of the_rest of the world 
combined. ie 


This volume of production cannot be 
attained or increased unless an additional 
6,000,000 tons of Scrap iron and steel is 
obtained promptly. 


We are faced with the fact that some 
steel furnaces have been allowed to cool 


down and that many of them are operat- 
ing from day to day and hand to mouth, 
due only to the lack of scrap. 


* The rubber situation is also critical. In 
spite of the recent rubber drive, there is a 
continuing need for large quantities of 
scrap rubber. 


We are collecting every possibie pound 
of scrap from the factories, arsenals and 
shipyards; we are speedéag up the flow of 
material from automobile graveyards; we 
are tearing up abandoned railroad tracks 
and bridges, but unless we dig out an addi- 
tional 6,000,000 tons of steel and great 
quantities of rubber, copper, brass, zinc and 
tin, our boys maynot get all the fighting 
weapons they need in time. 


Fortunately, the material exists in Amer- 
ica’s great ‘mine above the ground.” 


There is enough iron and steel on farms 
alone, if used with other materials, to make: 


Twice as many battleships as there. 
are in the whole world today, or 


Enough 2000-pound bombs to drop 
three per minute from big bombers 
incessantly for more than three 
years. 


Locating and collecting this scrap is going 
to require a canvass of every house and 
every farm. Even one old shovel will help 
make 4 hand grenades. 


We have set up the machinery for this, 


but it is not perfect. It is a problem that can | 


be licked only by American resourcefulness, 
American organization ability, American 
muscle and American will to win. 


* * * 


We now have in every state a State Sal- 
vage Committee of volunteers working 
directly under the governor. 


Under these state committees we have 
county committees and local committees. 
We have special industrial committees 
working with executives of plants in 421 
industrial centers. 


In rural communities we have the 
County War Boards. 


These committees can tell you the quick- 
est way to get your Junk into action. 


In behalf of the governor and the state 
committee we urge every committee to 
organize itself into a band of “Salvage 
Commandos.” 


You can either sell your scrap to a Junk 
dealer or you can give it toa charity, which 
in turn will sell it toa Junk dealer who per- 
forms an important function by sorting it, 
grading it, packing it and shipping it to 
the right place. 


We urge local charities and civic or- 
ganizations to cooperate with the Local 
Salvage Committee and devise a plan of 
action and collection. 


We urge the scrap dealer to cooperate 


as fast as he can in the collection and. 


shipment of materials. 


We urge industrial executives to appoint 
Salvage Managers who have both the re- 
sponsibility and authority to salvage obso- 
lete machinery, tools and dies. 


We urge every farmer and every house- 
holder in America to act at once. 


Go over your premises with a fine tooth 
comb. If you have already turned in your 
scrap, look again—you ll probably find more. 


If you do not have ‘enough of your own 
to warrant someone coming after it, forma 
neighborhood pool, or take it yourself to 
the nearest collection point. 


If there is an old heater or boiler in your 
basement too heavy for you to move, get 
your neighbors to help you.
